Operating the shift paddle switches allows shift ranges to be selected to suit the driving con¬ 
ditions.

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Intuitive Parking Assist (If Equipped) 


The system uses a screen display and buzzer to inform the driver of obstacles near the 
vehicle when parking or driving at low speed. 


Owners of models equipped with a navigation system should refer to the "Navigation System 
Owner's Manual".

Sensors are used to detect obstacles near the 
vehicle. The distance to a detected obstacle is 
shown by the number of indicator bars.

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Cruise Control 


Cruise control allows the driver to maintain a constant speed without having to operate the 
accelerator pedal. 

Use for highway driving or when traveling at a constant speed for long periods of time.

■ Setting the speed
